During the sixteenth century, 
the ninepin gam e, which is most 
closely related to the modern 
gam e of tenpins, becam e a fav­

of Holland. It was this form of 
howling that was brought to 
A merica by the Dutch early in 
the 17th century. 
The gam e was first played in 
this country on a green park 
that is now the heart of New 
York City’s financial 
district. 
The place is still known as 
Bowling Green. 
From New York, 
the gam e 
gradually spread to New Eng­ 
land where the Puritans event­ 
ually legislated aga nst ninepins 
because of excessive gambling. 
But the gam e was too popular 
to be legislated out of existence. 
Shortly after the anti-bowling 
law was passed, people added a 
tenth pin to their gam e, thus 
circumventing the existing laws 
against ninepins. This changed 
tile pin setup from a diamond 
shape to a triangular shape and 
the 
gam e 
becam e known 
as 
American tenpins. 
Basically, the gam e has con­ 
tinued to tho present in this 
form. Occasional modifications 
in rules and equipm ent have 
been m ade over the last fifty 
years by the American Bowling 
Congress, the sport’s governing 
body.

Perhaps the outstanding event 
in bowling history in the last 
fifty years has been the inven­ 
tion of the AMF Pinspotter.

was advised 
to increase the 
number of his prayers and a t­ 
tend church more frequently.

By the Middle Ages, bowling

popular gam e and the more 
exuberant spirits expressed their 
delight with life by tak ng a 
festive whack at the pins. Bowl­ 
ing m atches were often part of 
a* wedding

tisms, toot and it was a lucky 
bride indeed who could dissuade 
her man from tem porarily de­ 
serting 
her 
for 
a 
game 
of 
“ bowls” after the ceremony. 
So popular did the gam e be­ 
come that 
King Edward III, 
fearful 
lest 
bowling 
displace 
archery in the hearts of English­ 
men, thus weakening the Brit­

against 
this ‘‘dishonorable, useless and 
unprofitable”

later, acting on a royal “ sug­ 
gestion,” Parliam ent outlawed 
howling.
